SOU>$$ DECLINE TO PASS A BILL 


WHICH DESTROYED THE PER- 
PETUAL FRANCHISE SYSTEM. 


Columbus', March 31. — iThe peo- 


ple or the corporations. 
This was 


ihe issue which the house had *o 
meet and answer yesterday when the 
Stockwell bill was called up for pas- 
sage. 
This bill provided that expired 
street railway franchises could be re- 
newed to orner than old 'companies. 


The coarts have held that under 


existing statutes gxpired 
franchises 


can he renewed only to the original 
holdeio, in effect giviag them perpet- 
ual franchisee 'a the streets of the 
cities in Ohio. 
The proposition was plainly pre- 


sented; no one dttempt^d to contro- 
vert it; Republicans, recognized by 
all as among the most honest .and 
ablest members of the house, cham- 
pioned the bill.

IT WENT DOWN TO DEFEAT 


Killing It. 


Eighty-nine members responded to 


the call of their names 
Fifty-one 


voted for it, ten less than the consti- 
tutional requirement 


Thirty-»eight 
Republicans
